The speech of Congressman Eiliott, from 
South Carolina, a coal black negro, on the 
Civil Rights bill appears to have attracted 
much attention. He is said to have been ed- 
ucated in England and went from Massachu- 
setts to Charleston in 1896. He appears to 
have a good bearing and reads his speech so 
as to draw applause. The reports do not say 
who wrote his speech. This is the descrige 
tion of his speech: 


His speech was a warm eulogy of the 
patriotism of his race; a critical discussion 
of a decision of the Supreme Court on the 
Constitutional amendments in the so-called 
“Slaughter-house cases; an appeal to the 
memories and feelings of the war to weaken 
the effect of Mr. Stephens’ argument, and a 
demand for the passage of the bill as a 
measure of justice to his race. In 
bis replies to some of the expres- 
gions which the Southern Democrats had 
been so unfortunate as to use io the discus- 
sion, Mr. Elliott displayed great ingenuity, 
especially, when referring to Mr. Harris’ re- 
marks, yesterday, when interrupted by Mr.

NATIONAL FINANCES. 


THE NEW YORK PRODUCE EX- 
CHANGE GiVE3 ITS VIEWS. 


New York, January 12.—The Committee 
recently 1 dy Board of Managers of 
the New York Produce Exchange to con- 
sidec the subject of National finance, this 
morning reported its views and suggestions. 
Tha report states that the New York 
Produce Exchange fully admit as 
a fundamental principle that gold and 
silver coin or government bank notes 
redeemable in coin constitute the only cur- 
rency that is a true measure of values, and 
firmly holds that the restoration of curreacy 
to a specie standard should be kept constant- 
iy in view in all national legislation on the 
subject, but believes the time for resumption 
of specie payment has not yet arrived, and 
should be made to depend not so much on 
any fixed date as on the general financial 
condiuon of the country. It considers the 
national banking system in the main eatie— 
factory and sbunid be retained with the 
amendments which it proposes. It deplores 
the emergency that called for temporary use 
of the tforey-fuur millions. It declares that 
Congress shall provide for a resumption of 
specie payment by taking measures for the 
accumulation of not less than two hundred 
milion dollars in gold, and suggests the 
means.
